Senator  Gore 
Introduces  Spectrum 
Protection  Bill 


Legislation  to  protect  amateur  spectrum  can 
now  move  forward  in  parallel,  rather  than  in  series. 
Senate  Bill  1372  (virtually  identical  to  House  Bill 
H.R.  73,  The  Amateur  Radio  Spectrum  Protection 
Act  of  1991)  was  introduced  on  June  25  b>  Senator 
A1  Gore,  D-TN,  for  himself  and  Senators  Carl 
Levin,  D-MI,  an  active  supporter  of  radio  amateurs 
in  (at  least)  the  past  three  Congresses,  and  Joseph 
Lieberman,  D-CT,  a  first-term  Senator  who’s  clearly 
in  our  corner. 

Senator  Gore  is  a  member  of  the  Senate  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Commerce,  Science  and  Transportation 
and  its  Subcommittee  on  Communications,  which 
have  initial  jurisdiction  over  the  bill. 

Arthur  Kay,  W5APX;  Tim  Marsh,  W41WV; 
and  Bernice  Martin,  all  of  Shelbyville,  Tennessee, 
were  among  those  who  brought  the  matter  to  Senator 
Gore’s  attention.  Tennessee  Congressman  Jim 
Cooper  (D-4th  District)  and  his  staff  also  provided 
encouragement  once  the  idea  was  planted. 

The  text  of  S.  1372  is  a  close  cousin  to  Rep. 
Cooper’s  Amateur  Radio  Spectrum  Act  of  1991, 
H.R.  73.  Like  its  companion,  the  new  bill  mandates: 

"....The  Federal  Communications  Commission 
shall  not  diminish  existing  allocations  of  spectrum  to 
the  Amateur  Radio  Service  after  January  1,  1991.

GENERAL  RULES 
FOR  MOST  EXAMINATIONS: 

Be  sure  to  check  with  sponsors  in  the  event 
there  are  changes  and/or  errors  in  the  dates  or 
information  given. 

Most  examinations  require  filing  an  ECC  Form 
610  and  advance  registration  at  least  30  days 
before  the  exam  date.  (Some  VECs  permit  walkins. 
Check  with  sponsor.) 

To  register,  you  must  first  secure  a  copy  of 
the  current  FCC  Form  610  and  fill  it  out  com¬ 
pletely  (AND  CORRECTLY).  Get'  your  form  from  an 
FCC  Field  Office,  the  ARRL  or  Badger  State  Smoke 
Signals.  Send  a  25/  SASE  if  you  request  one  from 
the  ARRL  or  BSSS.  In  most  cases,  forms  can  also 
be  obtained  from  the  sponsoring  group. 

ARRL/VEC  examinations  require  a  check  for 
$5.25  payable  to  "ARRL/VEC". 

The  ECC  now  requires  applicants  to  show 
their  original  Amateur  license  to  the  VEC.  A  copy 
of  your  license  must  be  attached  to  your  FCC  form 
610.  You  will  also  be  required  to  have  a  photo 
ID,  or  other  acceptable  identification.

OOPS!  BANG!  BALLOON  LAUNCH 

SCRUBBED:  The  Amateur  Radio  balloon  launch 

from  Hillsboro,  WI,  on  July  6,  1991,  met  "Murphy" 

head-on.  The  initial  110  cu.  ft.  balloon  broke  free 

prior  to  the  scheduled  launch  while  the  ground  crew 

was  "topping  off  the  balloon  with  helium  gas.  The 

radio  (2-meter  repeater  and  other  transmitters)  was 

recovered,  and  a  second,  slightly  smaller  balloon 

was  made  ready  after  a  supply  of  helium  was 

brought  to  the  launch  site.  Unfortunately,  the  second 

balloon  burst  during  topping  off,  and  the  mission 
was  auuuucu. 

The  group  (headed  by  Joe  Mayenschein,  WB9- 
SBD)  indicated  that  another  attempt  will  be  made 
later  this  summer.  They  will  probably  redesign  the 
radio  package.  Watch  your  local  packet  radio  BBS 
for  updates  and  launch  announcements.

A  Day  in  the  Field

Wind-swirled  rain  sprinkled  the  logs  of  some  Wisconsin  amateurs  operating 
in  ARRL’s  Field  Day  this  year.  The  winning  strategy  was  simply  to  maximize 
the  number  of  contacts  and  bonus  points,  and  keep  dry. 

By  the  time  Field  Day  started,  many  clubs  had  already  copied  the  special 
ARRL  FD  bulletin  to  capture  the  W1AW  message  100  bonus  points. 

Class  A  contesters  with  two  or  more  transmitters  made  good  use  of  the  IO¬ 
meter  SSB  Novice  band  to  add  hundreds  of  additional  Novice  contacts,  without 
changing  their  basic  entry  classification. 

The  packet  radio  station,  like  the  Novice  station,  did  not  add  to  the  number 
of  entry  class  transmitters,  so  there  was  no  need  to  shut  down  a  main  station 
from  operating  while  the  Novice  and  packet  stations  were  on  the  air  making 
contacts  or  collecting  bonus  points.  Packeteers  were  able  to  relay  ten  bonus 
messages,  send  their  message  origination  and  make  a  contact,  for  300  bonus 
points,  and  then  continue  to  make  QSO  points. 

Some  clubs  got  their  100  bonus  point  satellite  QSO,  again  without  increasing 
the  transmitter  count.  Bicycle,  wind,  or  sunshine  natural  power  was  used  by  a 
few  club  members  to  make  a  minimum  of  five  QSOs  for  another  100  bonus 
points.  To  avoid  changing  the  entry  class,  groups  took  one  main  station  off  while 
the  natural  power  station  quickly  made  several  two-meter  contacts. 

Club  officials  around  Wisconsin  greeted  visitors,  explained  the  Field  Day 
purpose,  and  gave  tours  of  operating  stations.  Local  newspaper  reporters  stopped 
by  to  snap  a  picture  and  write  up  a  story,  helping  the  clubs  get  their  public 
relations  bonus  points.  Some  clubs  tried  the  bonus  options  of  operating  in  a 
public  place,  such  as  a  shopping  center  or  public  park,  and  handing  out 
pamphlets  or  information  about  Amateur  Radio. 

Nine  hundred  bonus  points  were  possible.  An  occasional  Novice  rally, 
packet  capability,  computer  logging,  and  lack  of  mosquitoes  also  boosted  many 
club  scores. 

From  Porta-Potties  to  extension  cords,  and  many  of  the  conveniences  of 
home,  Wisconsin  amateurs  were  roughing  it  in  the  rain-soaked  fields.  Occasional¬ 
ly,  a  few  discouraging  words  were  heard  from  tents  as  emergency  power 
generators  sputtered,  keyer  and  computer  memories  were  lost,  and  lights 
dimmed. 

Thanks  to  all  who  participated  in  Field  Day  1991.  The  message  originations 
in  the  column  at  right  reached  their  destination  of  the  Section  Manager.  a

May,  compared  to  1990.  The  total  number  of 
hams  is  now  517,000.  And,  most  important, 
upgrades  from  both  Novice  and  Tech  to  General 
Class  are  up  47%  over  this  time  last  year!  As  we 
predicted  at  NARA,  now  that  Morse  is  no  longer 
being  used  as  a  filter  to  keep  out  the  "undesir¬ 
ables,"  or  a  means  of  "separating  the  men  from 
the  boys,"  it  is  now  being  perceived  as  a  fun 
thing  to  do.,  another  area  of  ham  radio  that  is 
physically  and  mentally  challenging. 

The  VECs  are  reporting  little  or  no  problems 
with  the  new  crop  of  amateurs.  They  all  seem  to 
want  to  emulate  their  peer  group.  I  hope  we 
continue  to  set  a  good  example  for  them.

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Amateur  Radio  Spectrum  Protection 
Bill  Introduced  in  Senate 


Continued  from  front  page 

The  Federal  Communications  Commission  shall 
provide  equivalent  replacement  spectrum  to  the 
Amateur  Radio  Service  for  any  frequency  reallo¬ 
cation  after  January  1,  1991." 

The  accompanying  floor  statement,  printed  in 
the  Congressional  Record  on  June  25,  clarifies  that 
the  purpose  of  the  legislation  is  to  ensure  that  ham 
operators  can  continue  to  use  all  of  the  spectrum 
they  now  use.  If  the  FCC  proposes  to  put  Amateur 
Radio  allocations  to  some  other  use,  the  bill  would 
require  that  amateur  operations  be  transferred  to 
equivalent  replacement  frequencies.  By  equivalent, 
this  legislation  ensures  that  the  replacement  bands  be 
equal  in  both  size  and  characteristics.  The  bill  is 
designed  to  protect  the  existing  spectrum  allocations 
for  all  Amateur  Radio  services. 


The  State  of  the  (Amateur)  Spectrum 

The  Amateur  Radio  Spectrum  Protection  Act  is 
a  top  priority  for  League  members  (and  for  all  radio 
amateurs).  As  the  floor  statement  points  out  to  other 
Senators,  the  Amateur  Radio  Service  has  lost  107 
MHz  of  the  space  it  held  as  recently  as  1982. 
Virtually  all  amateur  allocations  above  420  MHz  are 
already  shared  with  private-sector  services.  Further, 
on  one-third  of  the  amateur  allocations  below  30 
GHz,  we  must  accept  interference  from  industrial, 
scientific  and  medical  (ISM)  devices,  including 
consumer  devices  such  as  microwave  ovens. 

True,  we’re  grateful  for  the  use  we  can  make  of 
these  frequencies,  and  we’ve  found  certain  govern¬ 
ment  operations,  particularly  those  of  military  radar 
installations,  to  be  good  sharing  partners.  We’re 
coping  with  the  bands  we  have  in  1991,  but  as  we

League  Continues  Push  for 
" Scanner  Law  "  Decision 

Citing  overwhelming  support  from  concerned 
agencies  and  individuals,  the  American  Radio  Relay 
League  has  again  asked  the  FCC  to  issue  a  declara¬ 
tory  ruling  to  preempt  local  "scanner  laws"  (PR 
Docket  91-36). 

In  reply  comments  filed  July  8,  the  League 
noted  that  since  the  FCC  issued  its  Notice  of  Inquiry 
seeking  input  on  the  matter  last  February,  no  com¬ 
ments  were  filed  by  any  state  or  municipality  in 
favor  of  restrictive  scanner  ordinances. 

Comments  filed  supporting  Amateur  Radio 
operators  (against  restrictive  scanner  laws)  by  public 
service  organizations  and  federal,  state,  and  munici¬ 
pal  entities  who  benefit  from  our  public  service 
capabilities  were  overwhelming. 

In  its  NOI,  the  FCC  sought  input  on  the  feas¬ 
ibility  of  redesigning  or  modifying  Amateur  Radio 
equipment  to  comply  with  a  handful  of  local  and 
state  laws  that  prohibit  the  operation  of  certain  radio 
equipment  in  cars  and  trucks. 

The  League’s  position,  stated  in  two  rounds  of 
comments,  is  that  federal  law  preempts  states  and

municipalities  from  regulating  radio  receivers  (much 
the  same  as  the  FCC  has  maintained  in  PRB-1, 
which  prohibits  states  and  municipalities  from 
legislating  restrictive  antenna  ordinances). 

The  issue  hinges  on  laws  such  as  a  New  Jersey 
statute  that  makes  it  a  misdemeanor  to  operate  from 
an  automobile  any  receiver  capable  of  listening  in  on 
fire,  police,  municipal  or  other  "governmental" 
frequencies  without  a  permit. 

Perhaps  the  most  notable  comments  filed  in 
support  of  the  League’s  position  come  from  the 
Manager  of  the  National  Communications  System 
(NCS).  These  address  the  adverse  impact  of  state 
and  local  receiver  regulation  on  the  NCS’s  National 
Security  Emergency  Preparedness  (NSEP)  plans,  the 
Military  Affiliate  Radio  System  (MARS),  and  the 
Shared  Resources  (SHARE)  programs. 

MARS  uses  frequencies  adjacent  to  the  ham 
bands,  and  Amateur  Radio  equipment  is  typically 
used. 

The  SHARES  program  is  intended  to  provide  a 
single,  federal  interagency  emergency  message 
handling  system  that  brings  together  the  resources  of 
federal  departments  and  agencies  and  affiliated 
entities  when  regular  communications  channels  are 
destroyed.

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ment  can  generally  receive  outside  Amateur  Radio 
frequencies,  are  an  integral  part  of  the  program. 

According  to  the  NCS,  "neither  of  these  pro¬ 
grams  could  include  the  valuable  assistance  of 
amateurs  if  their  equipment  were  incompatible  with 
that  of  the  government.  Clearly,  then,  it  is  in  the 
public  interest  for  amateurs  to  be  able  to  receive 
non-amateur  frequencies." 

The  League’s  position  is  further  supported  by 
county  and  state  disaster-preparedness  officials  from 
around  the  country.  Many  cite  the  desirability  of 
amateurs  having  the  ability  to  monitor  VHF  public 
service  frequencies  "...  .to  have  full  understanding  of 
all  aspects  of  a  disaster  situation,  thus  making  their 
own  communications  contribution  more  effective. " 

The  Reply  Comments’  introduction  sums  it  up 
this  way: 

"The  states  which  have  made  reasonable  ac¬ 
comodations  for  amateur  radio  operators  have 
nothing  to  fear  from  this  proceeding,  and  those  few 
whose  statutes  or  local  ordinances  are  overbroad  and 
fail  to  make  accomodation  for  amateur  radio  have 
nothing  to  say  in  their  defense. "

Ohio  Tower  Victory 

After  a  four-year  battle,  including  a  federal 
lawsuit,  Jim  MacMillan,  WA8ZHN,  has  installed 
his  3-element  Yagi  atop  a  30-foot  mast  in  the 
Ohio  town  of  Rocky  River,  near  Cleveland,  on 
Lake  Erie.  MacMillan  sued  the  city  when  its 
Board,  of  Zoning  Appeals  (BZA)  refused  to  grant 
him  a  permit  for  a  tower.  Then-U.S.  District 
Court  Judge  Frank  J.  Battisti  ordered  the  city  to 
reconsider  the  application,  taking  into  account 
FCC  regulation  PRB-1. 

The  court  ruled  that  the  BZA  clearly  ig¬ 
nored  PRB-1,  and  that  it  would  hold  the  BZA 
members  personally  liable  if  they  continued  to 
deny  a  permit  without  a  compelling  reason.  The 
city  reversed  its  decision  after  hiring  two  real 
estate  appraisers,  who  agreed  that  MacMillan’s 
antenna  would  have  no  effect  on  neighboring 
property  values. 

MacMillan  was  represented  by  ARRL 
volunteer  counsel  Bob  Winston,  W2THU,  who 
has  won  three  other  tower  cases  in  the  Ohio 
courts,  and  represented  other  amateurs  before 
their  zoning  officials. 

"This  must  be  the  shortest  tower  ever 
litigated,"  Winston  said.  The  city  of  Rocky  River 
was  required  to  pay  Winston’s  attorney  fees.

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FCC  WARC  Recommendations  Include 
Improved  40-Meter  Band  for  Amateurs 


At  an  open  meeting  June  13,  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission  adopted  its  recommen¬ 
dations  for  U.S.  proposals  to  the  1992  World  Ad¬ 
ministrative  Radio  Conference.  The  recommen¬ 
dations,  contained  in  a  Report  in  General  Docket  89- 
554,  include  the  realignment  of  the  amateur  and 
broadcasting  bands  at  7  MHz  to  eliminate  the  over¬ 
lap  between  the  two  services,  while  retaining  300 
KHz  of  bandwidth  for  amateurs  by  shifting  the 
amateur  allocation  down  100  KHz  and  broadcasters 
up  100  KHz. 

The  40-meter  recommendation  is  similar  to

to  settle  for  the  status  quo  when  there  was  insuf¬ 
ficient  support  for  the  proposal  in  other  countries.  In 
fact,  at  W ARC-79,  the  Amateur  Service  held  onto 
its  Region  2  allocation  of  7100  to  7300  KHz  by  only 
a  slender  thread.  The  new  recommendation  still 
faces  an  uphill  battle  abroad;  the  HF  spectrum  below 
10  MHz  houses  many  competing  interests,  and 
reductions  in  existing  allocations  to  the  fixed  service 
(which  is  likely  to  bear  the  brunt  of  any  broadcasting 
expansion)  will  be  resisted  by  many  countries’ 
delegations.  Even  if  adopted,  a  number  of  years 
would  pass  before  implementation;  the  U.S.  is 
proposing  an  effective  date  in  the  year  2007! 

Changes  in  HF  Broadcasting  Proposed 

The  FCC  recommendations  for  the  HF  bands 
below  30  MHz  are  essentially  unchanged  from  the 
Second  Notice  of  Inquiry.  They  call  for  substantial 
expansion  of  HF  broadcasting  bands  (though  not  as 
much  as  some  broadcasters  want)  and  the  phasing 
out,  in  15  years,  of  double-sideband  AM  in  favor  of 
reduced-carrier  single-sideband  emission  in  the  HF 
broadcasting  bands.  The  use  of  reduced-carrier  SSB 
will  require  a  new  generation  of  shortwave  re¬ 
ceivers. 

In  explaining  why  it  did  not  respond  favorably 
to  a  proposal  by  one  comentor  for  the  expansion  of 
HF  broadcasting  at  the  expense  of  the  amateur  80 
and  40  meter  bands,  the  FCC  said:  "We  agree  with 
the  ARRL  regarding  the  importance  of  these  bands 
and  believe  that  the  impact  of  the  loss  of  these  bands 
on  the  amateur  community  would  be  severe,  greatly 
limiting  their  ability  to  provide  reliable  international 
emergency  and  disaster  communications.  We  there¬ 
fore  reject  this  proposal." 

The  FCC  Report  contains  good  news  regarding 
the  420-MHz  amateur  band.  A  proposal  to  reallocate 
the  420-421  MHz  portion  of  the  band  for  use  by 
low-earth-orbit  (LEO)  mobile  satellites  has  been 
abandoned  in  the  face  of  opposition,  including  that 
of  the  League  and  AMSAT. 

The  only  other  amateur  band  directly  affected 
by  the  recommended  U.S.  proposals  is  the  2300- 
2450  MHz  band,  which  is  being  eyed  by  a  number 
of  services.  A  mobile  satellite  uplink  at  2390  to  2430 
MHz  is  proposed,  but  the  secondary  amateur  al¬ 
location  would  remain  (along  with  the  footnote 
provisions  that  permit  amateur  satellites  to  use  2400- 
2450  MHz)  on  a  secondary  basis.  Some  spectrum 
between  2300  and  2390  MHz  also  is  proposed  for 


digital  audio  broadcasting  (DAB),  both  satellite  and 
terrestrial,  but  the  exact  frequencies  have  not  yet 
been  determined.  There  may  also  be  a  "domino 
effect"  from  aeronautical  flight  test  telemetry  that 
may  be  moved  to  2430-2450  MHz  from  lower- 
frequency  bands,  should  the  latter  be  reallocated  for 
DAB.  Broadcasters  are  skeptical  of  the  practicality 
of  a  DAB  allocation  at  2300  MHz,  preferring 
frequencies  near  1500  MHz  that  are  now  in  use  in 
this  country  for  aeronautical  flight  test  telemetry; 
aerospace  interests  are  fighting  hard  to  retain  them.

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Sometimes,  It’s  Amazing.. 

James  Oberto,  WA9YYV/7,  who  eaves¬ 
drops  from  Phoenix,  Arizona,  contributed  the 
following  bits  of  conversation  that  he  heard  on  a 
Phoenix  area  2M  voice  station.  The  operators 
were  two  KB7  calls,  probably  newcomers  to  the 
wonderful  world  of  Amateur  Radio.  They  were 
discussing  a  high-tech  subject  -  how  to  access  a 
repeater  -  when  Jim  perked  up  his  ears. 

"They  were  stunned  by  our  ZIA  link  out 
here,"  he  writes,  "and  were  taken  aback  by 
hearing  CW  code  on  the  repeater.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  operator  A  said  to  operator  B:  ‘I  thought 
this  new  ruling  said  we  didn’t  have  to  know 
code,  but  that  repeater  is  using  code  for  some¬ 
thing.’  When  station  A  turned  it  over  to  station 
B,  the  new  op  replied:  ‘I  think  they  call  that 
ideaing.'" 

I  really  don’t  know  what  operator  B  meant 
by  that,  but  it  definitely  sounds  technical,  doesn’t 
it?  The  rest  of  the  conversation  dialogue,  as 
reported  by  Jim,  goes  like  this: 

Station  B:  "Your  new  rig  sounds  good,  but 
it’s  too  loud  at  this  end  and  it  makes  it  hard  to 
understand  on  this  end.

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ARRL  Board  Meeting  Highlights 

The  American  Radio  Relay  League’s  Board  of 
Directors  met  in  Rocky  Hill,  Connecticut  July  19- 
20.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  meeting’s 
highlights: 

Several  actions  were  taken  with  respect  to  the 
222  MHz  band.  An  interim  222  to  225  MHz  band 
plan,  as  proposed  by  the  VUAC,  was  adopted.  The

coordinators  to  reaccomodate  repeaters  with  input 
frequencies  in  the  lower  part  of  the  222  MHz  band 
to  other  recognized  repeater  pairs  to  reduce  the 
possibility  of  interference  between  repeater  users  and 
operators  using  other  modes  for  whom  frequencies 
below  222  Mhz  will  no  longer  be  available  after 
August  27. 

The  Board  also  directed  the  filing  of  a  Petition 
for  Rulemaking  with  FCC  seeking  a  shift  in  frequen¬ 
cies  permitted  for  repeater  and  Auxiliary  operation 
to  222.150  to  225.000  MHz. 

Finally,  the  League  will  seek  from  the  FCC  full 
access  to  the  222  to  225  MHz  band  for  Novice  Class 
licensees. 

The  League’s  Digital  Committee  was  reoriented 
towards  the  operational  aspects  of  the  developing 
data  communications  network.  New  members  will  be 
selected  by  the  President. 

A  future  systems  committee  will  be  formed  to 
consider  technology  issues  in  the  five  to  fifteen  year 
time  frame.  The  President  will  select  five  members, 
based  on  their  knowledge  of  telecommunications 
system  development. 

A  6-meter  band  plan,  as  proposed  by  the 
VRAC,  was  adopted. 

The  VUAC  and  VRAC  were  charged  with 

reviewing  the.  33rm  harul  nlan  in  viemi  Ilf  the 

establishment  of  major  operations  by  another  user  of 
the  band. 

The  Board  recognized  long-time  QST  and 
publications  author  Doug  DeMaw,  W1FB,  for  his 
many  contributions  to  Amateur  Radio. 

AMSAT  members  were  also  applauded  for  their 
support,  as  partners  with  ARRL,  for  the  Shuttle 
Amateur  Radio  Experiments  and  other  Amateur 
Radio  educational  projects. 

The  Board  endorsed  concepts  advanced  by 
AMSAT  for  a  Phase  3-D  amateur-satellite  system, 
and  pledged  the  League’s  cooperation. 

ARRL  will  pursue  discussions  with  organi¬ 
zations  which  influence  the  development  of  land  use 
regulation  of  antennas  in  order  to  promote  ordinan¬ 
ces  compatible  with  the  PRB-1  mandate.

I  have  not  adjusted  my  FSK  shift  to  200 
Hertz,  but  it  seems  to  work  quite  well  using  the 
170  shift  that  my  rig  is  aligned  to  at  the  facto¬ 
ry.
